NEW DAWN—(Everblooming Dr. Van Fleet), Blush-pink; long stem, recurrent bloom. 
PINK RADIANCE—Cameo pink, little care needed to grow in any climate. 


YELLOW SHADES: 
GOLDEN CHARM—Deep unshaded yellow. 
MARECHAL NIEL—Very fragrant, golden yellow, very vigorous, profuse bloomer. 
MRS. P. S. DUPONT—Golden Yellow. 


TWO-TONE-CONTRASTING SHADE: 


TALISMAN—Too well known to need a description; bi-color yellow and ruddy copper. 


WHITE SHADES 
CALEDONIA—White vigorous climber. 
F. K. DRUSCHKI—Snow-white, sometimes light pink blush at center, profuse bloom. 
K. A. VIKTORIA—A fine old cream white climber. Standard in its class. 
KONIGIN LUISE—Very large, double, high-centered, slightly fragrant, white.
